2* Two thousand nationalist marines were evacuated by the Havy from Yulin to 
the Lapshapmei (Lafsarai) naval base in tfanshan Islands. 

3* FA1TC Chairing ( X) ) # commander of the 44 Amy, after an inspection tour 

of Y/eichou and Bias Hay returned to Hantao and requested his staff to nrepare 
an estimate of the Nationalist situation on Wanshan. On 6 May 2,000 Commu- 
nist troops of the 43 Army returned to Canton on three steamers. Several 
hundred wounded troops also returned to Canton and were sent to the army 
hospital at Chung Chen Middle School. 
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
